" In the twelve month period May 1996 to May 1997, the number of employees 
has increased by 92,700 to reach 5,358,900. 


" In the same period Queensland recorded a decrease of 2.1% and South Australia 
a decrease of 6.5%. 


PUBLIC SECTOR 

* From May 1996 to May 1997 the number of employees decreased by 92,800 
(5.9%) i.e. offsetting entirely the increase in private sector employees in the 
twelve month period. The major cause of this decline was the privatisation of 
previously public sector enterprises. 


* In this twelve month period the number of Commonwealth government wage 
and salary earners fell by 18.4%, State government by 2.4% and local 
government by 3.6%. 


INDUSTRY 


= In the year since May 1996 Retail trade has overtaken Manufacturing as the 
industry employing the most wage and salary earners.
